a part of the record of the meeting. 

Veas Mr. King: In justice to yourseir as 
well us in justice to myself, 1 deem it 
necessary to explain to you in writing just 
what was said and what was meant with 
reference to the unfortunate occurrence 
before the police board on September 12. 

You will remember that I was unexpect- 
edly asked questiong before the board by 
yourself relative to conduct on my part 
regarding the use of license tags on auto- 
mobiles being used at the time to appre- 
hend criminals and in the sudden heat of 
passion and without in the least intending 
to offend you or any other person, I asked 
the question of you whether or not you 
remembered the time in 1916 when you 
carried five pints of liquor to a nearby 
town. ‘The papers, I understand, later 
quoted me ag accusing you of transporting 
this liguor either to or from this particular 
town, namely, Rutledge, Ga, 

J want you to understand. Mr. King. that 
I did not intend at the time and do not 
at thiq time charge you with transporting 
this liqnor or any liquor to this town or 
anv other town to Atlanta. 

I am indeed sorry hat I wae misunder- 
stood and misquoted, and I arsure you per- 
sonally that I hold you in the highest re- 
gard and esteem.

CONGRESS AND MILEAGE. 

Again, it seems, the cupidity of 
the controlling members of con- 
gress asserted itself the other day 
when they voted to adjourn sine 
die, instead of declaring a recess 
as requested by the president. 

This action was taken, our Wash- 
ington correspondent explained in 
one of his recent dispatches, in 
order that the members of congress 
might dip their hands into the fed- 
eral treasury and take therefrom 
20 cents for every mile of distance 
that separates their respective 
homes from the capital, which is 
legal in case of an adjournment but 
not permitted when a recess is 
taken. 

The president requested congress 
to recess only, because there are 
certain proposed acts of legislation 
—among them the ship subsidy bill, 
for example—which, he pointed out, 
should have been disposed of before 
the recent session came to an end.

But congress refused to forego 
the mileage grab privilege and ad- 
journed Sine die, regardless of the 
fact that such action made an extra 
Session immediately following the 
fall elections virtually inevitable.

_ The convention also went on record 
as endorsing Mr. Smith for president 
of the state senate. He has not yet 
announced his candidacy, but stated 
following the meeting that he has it 
under consideration. 

Mr. Smith will be the first state 
senator from Henry county since the 
new 3oth district, composed of Henry, 
Fulton and Clayton counties, was 
formed by statute enacted in 1918. 
Prior to that time he was a member 
of the upper house of the legislature 
as senator from the 34th district, 
which, before the new law was enact- 
ed, was composed of Henry, DeKalb 
and Gwinnett counties. The old 35th 
district was composed of Cobb, Ful- 
ton and Clayton countries. 

Mr. Smith is oe of the ablest law- 
yers in the state and has given many 
years of his life to public work. Born 
in Monroe county, he is a graduate 
of Emory university and later read 
law under Judge O. H. Blood- 
worth, of the state court of appeals. 
He was admitted to the bar in KBor- 
syth, Ga., in 1894 and in 1897 moved 
to McDonough. 

In January, 1900, Mr. Smith was 
elected mayor of McDonough, a po- 
sition he held continuously for 15 
terms. In the fall of the same year 
he was first elected to the house of 
representatives from Henry county, 
serving one term. 

In 1902 Mr. Smith was appointed 
solicitor of the county court of Henry 
by Governor Terrell. He held this 
position continuously until 1908. In 
1910 he was elected to the house of 
representatives again, serving in the 
sessions of 1911-12. In 1914 Mr. 
Smith was elected to the state senate 
from the 34th district and during the 
1915-16 sessions of that body he was 
chairman of the constitntional amend- 
ments committee, at the same time 
serving on many of the most impor- 
tant committees in that body. 

The senatorial convention which 
nominated Mr. Smith to be Henry 
county’s first representative in the 
state senate since it’s inclusion in the 
new 35th district, is composed of dele- 
gates appointed by the democratic ex- 
ecutive committees of the eounties 
composing the district. Pau) Turner, 
of Henry county, presided at the meet- 
ing, while Frank T. Reynolds, from 
Fulton county, acted as_ secretary.

Partisan Politics 


In Post Oftices 
Gone, Says Work 


Washington, September 27.—Parti- 
san politics in the management of the 
postal service has given way during 
the pregent administration to sympa- 
thetic personal co-operation between 
the postmasters of the country and the 
central department, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Work declared today in address- 
ing the opening session here of the 
National Association of Postmasters. 
The association will be in _ session 
three days and will be addressed by a 
number of high officials. 

Dr. Work declared he had “come 
to learn that among the postmasters 
could be found men of the highest 
type.” He said his chief concern was 
“the theory and practice of managing 
and directing the policy of the depart- 
ment for the individual.” 

“Those of you who are now in of- 
fice,” he continued, “have or soon will 
realize that the postmaster is the most 
| necessary business man in his com- 
munity, that he should know some- 
thing about more things than any 
other business man of his community. 
I would urge you to familiarize your- 
selves with the mailing features of 
every business in your town. 

“Organization is the key to success 
ir the postoffice business, as is every- 
thing else for that matter. Good 
organization in a _ postoffice cannot 
be had through the push-button sys- 
tem. Supervision is the key to it, 
but you must work through your su- 
pervisors from both ends of the line 
and make yourselves accessible to the 
humblest employee.” 

Edward A. Purdy, of Minneapolis, 
president of the association, in his 
address convening the convention, ex- 
pressed a wish that the organization 
back the postmaster general in an ef- 
fort to take the postoffice out of 
polities, saying that the percenage of 
democrats and republicans made little 
difference so long as the public was 
given an honest and@ efficient admin- 
istration. He also suggested that the 
postmaster general invited the associa- 
tion to appoint a representative to be- 
come a member of his regular staff 
and that both outgoing and incoming 
business is considered in fixing post- 
masters’ salaries.

metrically opposite opinions developed | 
among observing officers as the re-| 
sult of the maneuvers off the Vir-' 
ginia capes this morning when a 
squadron of torpedo planes searched: 
out three ships of the Atlantic fleet’ 
and theoretically destroyed one of 
them. 

Seven hits were registered out of | 
the seventeen torpedoes discharged, 
all finding their mark on the “Ar- 
kansas.” 

In the opinion of Rear Admiral’ 
W. A. Moffett, chief of the naval air! 
service, Commander T. G. Ellyson, of 
the air service, navy department and 
©. H. Danforth, army air service, 
commandant of Langley Field, Va., 
the test was satisfactory in all re- 
spects, demonstrating they claim that 
planes equipped with torpedoes .can 
successfully attack battleships from 
the surface especially if protected by 
a smoke screen or fog. 

Navy Officers’ Views. 

Naval officers attached to the bat- 
tle fleet on the other hand conten 
that today’s experiments only proved 
that the planes are effective within 
a limited radius from their base and 
that the two squadrons could have 
been annihilated before reaching 
striking distance of the dreadnaught 
had the battleships been protected by 


the usual screens of destroyers. They 
also contend that the secondary bat- 
teries of the warships under battle 
conditions could have blown to atoms 
every plane before it had an oppor- 
tunity to discharge its destructive 
cargo. 

Eighteen planes participated in the 
mimic battle but one failed to dis- 
charge its missile. The test was 
staged under ideal weather conditions. 

Promptly at 5 o'clock the flagship 
Wyoming, with Admiral J. D. Me- 
Donald, commander-in-chief of the

Sight Dirigible. 

At 9:20 the lookouts on the flag- 
ship sighted the naval dirigible C-7 
which was followed shortly afterwards 


by a flotilla of scout planes and others 
carrying observers, 

At 10:18 the first squadron of nine 
torpedo planes arrived on the horizon 
and the battleships put on forced 
draught and began maneuvering at 


full speed, to keep the attacking force 
astern. General quarters were sound-} 
ed on all the ships and they were 
cleared for action and all of the guns 
trained on the rapidly advancing 
“enemy.” As the second squadron of 
torpedo laden fliers drew near Ad- 
miral McDonald jockeyed his ships so 
as to avoid the enemy force, keeping 
one squadron ahead and the other 
astern, 

The dreadnaughts went into battle 
with the target ship, the Arkansas, 
in the center of the line, the distance 
between the three warships prevent- 
ing a broadside. Changing their tac- 
tics the planes attacked on the flanks 
of the fleet and concentrated on the 
Arkansas, scoring their first hit on 
the starboard quarter. The angle was 
kept on the other two battleships con- 
stantly maneuvering at full speed. 
The flagship narrowly escaped being 
hit by clever maneuvering on the part 


of the navigators and the North sae 
kota also escaped theoretical destruc- 
tion by a slim margin. 

Guns _ Silent. 

Commander Bartlett of the-attack-, 
ing force maneuvered his« planes 
around the warships seeking every 
opportunity to strike a vital spot 
and frequently succeeded. 

The crews of the battleships handi- 
capped by the absence of supporting 
destroyers were forced to defend 
themselves with their rudders, their 
guns being silent. 

Two of the planes were forced 
down after the test, their gasoline 
tanks becoming empty after they had 
passed the capes on their return to 
the naval base here. ‘The battleship 
Delaware was scheduled to take part 
in the maneuvers, but instead re- 
mained at anchor.
